It has lacked discretion, however, and the disasters that have 
befallen it are largely due to this fact. 
The people are now 


turning towards Don Carlos as their only hope. 
In Madrid, 


where Carlists have heretofore been few, there are some who 
-openly advocate the cause of the pretender, and his adherents 
are increasing daily. 
The fall of .Santiago is expected to 


precipitate a crisis. 
The queen regent is ready for flight at a 


moment's warning. 
Sagasta, with his accustomed celerity, 


•will doubtless be found upon the side of the strongest party', 
whatever that may be. 
It is the general opinion that the 


reigning monarchy is doomed, A republic is impossible, and 
hence the only resort is with Don Carlos, whose star is once 
;more in the ascendant. 


How Peace Will Come 


Washington, July 7—Special—As diplomatic relations 


.r.o longer exist between Spain and the United States inquiries 
are frequent as to the proceedure in cise Spain should desire 
to ask a cessation of hostilities. 
It is the custom for the re 


rpresentative of some power at peace with both combatants to 
act as the f go-between. 
In this instance the British ambas- 


sador at Madrid would probably be requested to convey to 
the nearest American diplomat of high rank—probably Mr. 
Hay at London—the wishes of the Spanish government. Mr 
Hay would communicate with Washington 
and some one 


would he delegated to represent the United States in the ne- 
.gotiations. 
Pending this conference an armistice would prob- 


ably be declared. 
This is not essential, 
however, 
though 


customary. During the negotiations no overt acts will be 
permitted on either side. 
Representatives of 
ther powers 


will probably be at the conference to see that nothing is clone 
that shall infringe upon their rights. 
These would have MO 


-voice in the settlement except so far as their protests mijjht 
be of avail with the nations directly in interest. 
Hostilities 


would cease as soon as the terms of peace were agreed upon 
and peace would be officially declan-d when the 
respective 


governments had accepted the terms in official form.
